But 
al) this. was not quite so 
simple as it might sound 
Even though each session 
with the subject lasted only 
one hour or le 3, there were 
many hours devoted to ad- 
vance research, preparation, 
outlining and rehearsing 

For one 45-minute session 
with a» hysterical paralysis 
victim T spent several hours 
in preparation. Everything 
from my entrance Into the 
room with the subject to the 
final words of departure was 
outlined and rehearsed in 
advance. 

And then a really significant 
opportunity presented itself. 
A well-known local doctor 
who knew of ‘my interest In 
hypnosis told me of a current 
problem with a pollo victim 
The woman, he explained, had 
real pollo involvement in both 
legs, but the case had been 
complicated by the develop- 
ment of hysterical paralysis 
in the right arvh. (Hysterical 
peralysis is the result of a 
neurosis rather than an or- 
ganic cause.) 

When I first walked into 
the hospital room and saw 
the woman's horribly knotted 
arm, my first Impulse was to 
turn around and make for 
the door 

Shakily I went to work. A 
trance was induced rather 
easily, and then, after elicit- 
ing ordinary hypnotic pheno- 
mena, I finally suggested that 
she could move her fingers tn 
rhythm with my slow count- 
ing. She could. Nobody was 
more surprised than the hyp- 
notist. I repeated this exer- 
cise several times, left some 
post-hypnotic sug gestions, 
awakened the subject, and 
called it a day. 

In three subsequent sessions [ 
repeated the same general tech- 
nique, each time getting more of 
the arm to move until, during the 
fourth session, the entire arm 
Was freed from paralysis, 

As my studies continued, I be- 
gan to experiment with one of the 
most facinating phenomena in 
the Meld of hypnosis—the marvel | 
of age regression, This refers to 
the ability of the subject, while 
upder hypnosis, to relive or re- 


I read that the doctor had for | 


many years been conducting age- 
regressionexperiments with hun- 
dreds of subjects. But instead of 
stopping when the subject's mem- 
ory reach back to infancy or 
birth, THE DOCTOR HAD KEPT 
RIGHT ON GOING, probing still 
farther back, investigating the 
mystery of memories before 
birth. 

Such a_thought had never even 
ocurred to me before I had con: 
ducted age. regression experi- 
ments with dozens of subjects, 
but naturally, T had always 
stopped when the subject re 
turned to infancy.

Garden: Notes

One of my green-thumbed ac- 
quaintances has a rather neat 
trick in her repertoire which
